Official statistics give the number 
ef applications for government aid 
ts 2,116,000, of which 261,000 were 
refused, At present daily allowances 
—1,857,000.persons,— 
tverage per family being 2 francs, 10 
tentimes (42 francs). The daily out- 
lay is 3,900,000 francs ($780,000).

Britain’s Allies 
Are Astonished 


Never Dreamed England Could Put 
Millions in the Field 

Paris despatches indicate the in- 
creasing influences upon French opin- 
ion of the visits to England of M.

The Paris Temps says that nobody 
dreamed a few months ago that Eng- 
England could do what she has done 
in throttling German commerce on 
the seas, in developing the regular 
forces already in France, and espec- 
jally in ratsing, clothing and equip- 
ping fresh armies of a million men in 
a few months, practically out of no- 
thing, while at the same time furnisit 
ing France and Russia with supplies 
they no longer were able to provide 
themselves with. 

Sir Arthur Paget, sent on a special 
mission to France and Russia, en- 
ables further proofs to be given the 
Allies of the great strength England 
is on the point of bringing against 
the enemy, while the visit of Prince 
Yussohoff to Paris and London fur- 
ther attests the unity and determina- 
tion now possessing the Allies. 

The London Times’ Paris  des- 
patches indicate that the French 
army has also doubled its fighting ef- 
ficiency since the opening of the war. 

The Daily News says: “The Ger- 
man people have hungered for a vic- 
tory, which cannot be satisfied. A vic- 
tory is urgently needed, all the great- 
er because on the southern frontier 
from Roumania and Italy, the menace 
of disastrous shock draws ever near- 
er. The new advance against Servia 
is no doubt intended to ward off this 
blow, but it is far more likely to has- 
ten it. Moreover all the advantages 
which Hindenburg enjoyed in the Po- 
lish campaign we now enjoy. On the 
Egyptian frontier the issue may be 
regarded wtih every confidence,” 

The London Daily Telegraph says 
“In all the world Germany !as not 
one friend, ald har not but two un- 
happy allies, who are bitterly repent- 
ing the folly that joined their for- 
tunes wtih hers, and are cursing the 
German name only lesc loudly than 
their open enemies. The _ colossal 
military advanture upon which Wil- 
helm II, and his advisors launched 
their country, has brought it to the 
brink of such ruin as no modern state 
has faced, As for the invasion of 
Egypt, it is a mere professional pro- 
ject entertained by the political auto- 
crats ever since the Kaiser declared 
himself the portector of the Moham- 
medan world. It draws German offi- 
cers and men from the western thea- 
tre of war and there is no indication 
of any cause for a moment's uneasi- 
ness from the effect of the invasion 
upon our position,” 

The Yorkshire Post says: “The 
Prussian monarchy and junkerdom 
can show nothing remotely corres- 
pondent to the recent wonder of the 
world when British communities in 
all parts of the globe were seen 
flocking to the assistance of the 
motherland, with barely any tie over 
them gave affection. The Kaiser's 
doctrines failed after fifty years to 
placate a German province he was so

in more than one sense of the word 
by their enemies, But they usually 
claim to be pure Russian stock, and 
point proudly to the fact that they 


} tenth century, and were known as a 
powerful military confederacy for 
hundreds of years later. 

There are really two main types of 
Cossacks—one known as the Little 
Russians, and the other as the Don 
Cossacks, the latter being the better 
and more enlightened type. Both the 


Little Russians and the Don Cossacks, | 
however, who together number about 


1,600,000 men, are born soldiers and 
‘Splendid fighters. A certain number 
follow agricultural pursuits, while 
in some of the isolated Cossack vil- 
lages on the outposts of Russia, Cen- 
tral Asia and Caucasus they gain a 
livelihood by fishing. Everything, 
however, is sacrificed by the Cossacks 
in order to be skilful swordsmen and 
horsemen. 

They are capable of doing any- 
thing in the saddle. Cowboys, broncho 
or circus riders are not i. it with 
these amezing riders, and in peace 
times they amuse themselves by such 
feats as leaping from the saddles 
while the horses are going -at full 
gallop, and then remounting, spring- 
ing from one horse to another, riding 
double, snatching a man from the 
ground supposed to be wounded, and 
picking up coins as they hang head 
downwards from the saddle while the 
horse is travelling at full speed. 

The Cossacks are liable for mili- 
tary service for life from the age of 
nineteen. They provide their own 
horses and equipment, and for the 
first two years are trained at their 
homes, Then they enter what is 
known as ‘the “first category” regi- 
ment of their district, in which they 
remain for four years. 

These regiments are permanently 
embodied and may be employed in 
any part of the empire. The men then 
pass to the “second category” regi- 
ment for another four years, and to 
the third for a similar period, Finally 
there is a period of 5 years in reserves 
which fills casualties in time of war; 
but every Cossack, up to any age, can 
be called out at a time of amergency 
to assist in the national derence, 


Used Women as Screen 


With Their Children They Had to 
Spend Night on a Bridge 

Women and little children were 
forced to spend a night on a bridge 
by the German troops that invaded 
Belgium, to prevent the French from 
destroying the structure, it was as- 
serted in a report of the special 
Anglo-Belgian committee appointed to 
question Belgian refugees. 

Belgian nuns and priests suffered 
the same treatment, the report said, 
regardless of climatic conditions. 
From the first moment of invasion 
the Germans used old men, women 
and children as screeng to protect 
their advancing troops. The fact that 
not only the smallest patrols, but 
entire armies employed the same 
means led the Bv.lgians to believe 
that this use of noncombatants in war 
had been drilted into the Germans as 
part of their army tactics, the com- 
mittee reported. 

The Germans inflicted the most 
cruel treatment upon Belgian ciyil- 
jans taken prisoners and transported 
to Germany, the ,report said. They 
were styled “franc-tireurs,” herded in 
filthy cattle trucks, and lodg*d in most 
insanitary quarters, it was charged. 
In some instances they were insulted 
by mobs and often left without food, 
the committee said. 

Belgian military prisoners were 
fairly well treated, but were given no 
clothing or soap and were not pro- 
vided with sanitary conveniences.

Preservation of Bird Life is of Great 
Benefit to the Farmer 

Now is the very best time of year 
for their human friends to express 
some return interest in the bird 
neighbors which have been doing so 
much for mankind. 

A feast of cracked nuts, suet, sun- 
flower seed, fruits and grains spread 
daily at some community centre easi- 
ly accessible to all the bird fclk, but 
protected from their enemies, would 
be especially appreciated by the feath- 
ered residents, now that food is 
scarce and hard to obtain, even by 
the: most industrious workers. Some 
of the friendliest of the little folks 
will come to a window sill festal 
board where you may observe their 
pleasure in your treat. 

Without rude intrusion or rough in- 
vestigation to see if they are comfort- 
able in whatever homes they have 
found, you might provide some neigh- 
borhood shelters where all the feath- 
ered habitants of woods and fields be 
safe and welcome. 

And then proceed to get acquainted 
with the little folks themselves. If 
you care about such things you will 
find out in “Who is Who in Bird Land” 
that many of your unassuming little 
neighbors have a pedigree of which 
any one might be proud. 

Highest in point of development is 
the Sialia sialis, one of the earliest 
comers of the most -xclusive of the 
blue rocks. Their ancestors have 
never beén accused of stealing fruits 
or preying upon crops of any kind. 
These Bluebirds subsist entirely upon 
a diet of wild fruits and insect ene- 
mies of man. 

You may have been a little suspic- 
ious about the Night Hawks who go 
abroad at hours when honest folks 
should be in bed. They are great 
sportsmen and such expert aeronauts 
that no winged insect is safe from 
them. They contribute greatly to the 
healthfulness of the section where 
they live, by disposing in a most effec- 
tive and hygienic manner, of several 
species of mosquitoes, among them, 
the-anopheles the transmitter of 
malaria. 

Mrs. American Barn Owl is quite 
content with her homely name, satis- 
fying her artistic nature with a har- 
monious costume of buff, overlaid 
with grayish, spotted with white and 
dotted wtih black. She is the radical 
leader of all progressive movements 
among her sisters, refuses to make a 
nest and goes out at night unaccom- 
panied. She maintains her independ- 
ent economic status in the civic plan 
of the bird republic by ridding the 
community of meadow mice, rats, 
beetles, shrews, gophers and other un- 
desirable settlers in the fields, 

Not anything you read or hear sbont 
these folks will be half so interesting 
or convincing as what you may find 
out for yourself by respectful observa- 
tion. Especially if you will look for 
good in both permanent and migrating 
neighbors. 

Even the Common Crows, the black- 
est of them all, who have had their 
pictures put in the Rogues’ Gallery 
more than once, are great co-operat- 
ors. They are shrewd and crafty 
folk, not easily outwitted and interest- 
ing because of their individualistic 
tendencies and variable tempera- 
ments, It is true they do not like to 
follow plans nor pick up corn laid 
down for them by mere man, nrefer- 
ring to get at the root and kernel of 
the material themselves, but all of 
these birds have so often been accused 
and for which they have been con- 
demned to death. They go after and 
capture the wireworms, cutwérms, 
white grubs, grasshoppers and other 
parastic hangers-on which render no 
useful service in return for the food 
they steal and destroy.

VICE. THEY ARE MADE IN CANADA 


Conserving the 
Live Stock 


Home Demand Not Supplied and 
Large Exports Deplete Breeding 
Cattle 

The department of agriculture has 
been paying special attention to the 
conserving and increasing of Can- 
ada's supplies of live stock, with a 
view both to meeting the demands 
for home consumption and to taking 
advantage of the splendid opportuni- 
ties now offered for developing a large 
export trade. Prices both in Canada 
and abroad for practically all kinds of 
meats and dairy produce are very 
high, and war conditions have accent- 
uated the shortage of supply. On 
the other hand, Canadian farmers 
have not by any means kert pace 
with the increased. demands from 
consumers at home, and the opening 
up of the United States market 
through the taking off of the duty 
against Canadian cattle has been fol- 
lowed by the export of millions of 
dollars’ worth of prime cattle, leaving 
stocks now on hand at a very low 
ebb. In Western Canada, especially, 
there has been a very severe decrease 
in breeding stock. Canada hag be- 
come a large importer of beef, mut- 
ton and hog products, although con- 
ditions in the Dominion should make 
instead for the development of a large 
export business. 

During the first ten months of last 
year Canada imported 112,238 sheep 
and 4,015,152 pounds of mutton and 
lamb. The imports of hog products 
for the same period amounted to 57,- 
575 pounds of fresh, chilled and frozen 
pork pd 8,340,210 pounds of pork 
barreled In brine. During the same 
ten months there were imported 1,- 
643,728 pounds of fresh, chilled and 
frozen beef, and 996,837 pounds of 
beef salted in barrels. 

Qn the other hand, exports of some 
of these commodities are showing 
large increases. The trade in hams 
and bacon, which is now being de- 
Veloped with Great Britain, and to a 
less extent with the eastern United 
States, promises to become of stead- 
ily increasing importance. Packevs 
now state that with a price of seven 
cent hogs to the farmers they can 
successfully compete with Denmarx 
in the British market. Our export of 
hams and bacon to Great Britain and 
to the eastern United States during 
the first ten months of 1914 amount- 
ed to 19,526,384 pounds, and is now 
increasing rapidly month by month, 
The chief danger seen by the depart- 
ment of agriculture is in the deplet- 
ing of the breeding supplies, and ap 
educational campaign to induce more 
widespread and vigorous efforts to- 
wards stock raising in all the prov- 
inces is now being undertaken. 


Radium as a Fertilizer 


Has Not Yet, However, Been Used 
Extensively For This Purpose 

If you -happen to have any radium 
about the farm .it may Le well to re- 
member tnat a British scientist, J. 
Thome Baker, has found that it may 
be used to increase the yield of 
crops. 

Anyhow he has found that when a 
little over a grain of radium igs put 
in a ton of soil, wheat sown in it 
will sprout a week sooner and be six 
inches high when the check plot is 
only tour inches high. 

Pretty fron the rolltop desk farm- 
ers will be telling us that radium is 
a fertilizer; but, of course, it is only 
a stimulant which enables the crop 
to take more out of the ground with- 
out putting anything in. 

In view of the fact that, there are 
only 12 grains of radium in existence 
—commercially speaking—the mat- 
ter isn’t very important to the farm- 
er. 

And yet it must be remembered 
that there are considerable amounts 
of mineral matter which carry very 
small quantities of radium, and one 
of these days agents may be about 
the country trying to sell it te us for 
our crops. 

It might be well to remember that 
scarcely any of the immense claims 
set up regarding the use of radium 
have as yet received justification. 


Watch In a Pearl | 

The feat of making a watch in a 
pearl has been accomplished by a 
watch making firm at Chaux de 
Ponds, Switzerland. This wonderful 
watch, the only one of its kind in 
the world, was finished a few days 
ago. <A pearl which weighs forty- 
five grains and has a diameter of 
about half an inch, contains all the 
works. It took an employe of the 
firm .fifteen months to hollow out the 
pearl and fix the wheels, 
which igs guaranteed to keep good 
time and may be worn as a ring on 
the finger, is for sale for $6,000.

Would Seize Wheat 


British Trade Unions Say Government 
Should Seize the Wheat Supply 

The General Federation of Trades 
Unions, in a document issued regard- 
ing the high prices of food in the 
United Kingdom, recommends chiefly 
that the British governemnt take over 
all wheat supplies as has been done 
in Germany. 

“The British farmer,” the docu- 
ment reads, “woulc suffer ~ no real 
hardship or loss if the government 
commandeered the whole home-grown 
and unmarketed wheat at <2 shillings 
($10.50) a quarter, and immediate ac- 
tion on these lines would ten. to mod- 
erate prices.” 

The manifesto charges the govern- 
ment with failure to anticipate and 
organize against certain consequences 
of the war and urges quick and dras- 
tic remedial action to avert a situa- 
tion which is “becoming desperate.” 

The committee suggests a better 
distribution of ine ming steamships 
at ports other than London and Liver- 
pool. Continuing it says: 

“Now that troubles have developed 
the government muet move, uot tenta- 
tively, as if the next century would 
do, but immediately. The procedure 
of prize courts must be expedited and 
all captured ships must be valued, 
manned and utilized by the state for 
the purpose of transporting supplies 
purchased directly from the producer 
and such supplies must be placed on 
the market at prices to cover only 
the costs and distributiop charges.” 


New Boats for theC. P. R. 


The Melita and Minnedosa Will Soon 
be Placed in Commission 

' Particulars of the two new vessels 
recently acquired for the Atlantic 
service by tne Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way have just come to hand. These 
two new.steamships have clready 
been named the “Melita” and the 
“Minnesota,” and have a length over 
all of 520 feet, with a beam of 67 
feet, and the depth of keel to bridge 
is 46 feet. They will be fitted with 
a combination of turbine and recipro- 
cating engines, driving three screws 
and a sea speed of fifteen kuots. The 
vessels will be of the popular one 
cabin class providing accommedation 
for over tive hundred cabin passeng- 
ers and 1,500 tnird cabin passengers. 
A feature of the catin accommodation 
is the number of twd berth rooms, 
there being fifty in all. The public 
rooms for the cabin passengers will 
be elaborately decorated and will con- 
sist of a large lounge and smoking 
room situated on the promenade 
deck, also a gymnasium. The main 
dining saloon will seat three hundred, 
and uve hundred and fifty can be ac- 
commodated in the third class dining 
rooms, The “Melita” and the “Minne- 
sota,” like their tister ships, the 
“Missanabie” and the “Metagama” will 
be equipped with Babcock and Wilcox 
patent davits, which enable lifeboats 
to be launched fror. either side of the 
vessel, even should the ship have a 
considerable li@. The famous cruiser 
stern has again been introduced, 
thereby giving greater stability and 
seaworthiness, while every cevice for 
the safety of passengers will be pro- 
vided, including double bottoms, wire- 
less telegraphy and submarine signal- 
ling apparatus. 

It is expected th> vessels will be 
ready for service toWards the end of 
the coming season. 


Just Ordinary Rains 


Experiments Disprove Theory That 


Precipitations From Heavens 
Can Be Produced by Gun 


Fire 

So far as the records are available 
the rain accompanying or immediately 
following great battles is not unlike 
that which might have been expected 
in the course of natural events, says 
a writer in the Popular Science Month- 
ly. Bearing in mind the fact, already 
stated, that throughout large areas 
rain occurs on an average once in 
three or four days, and also the gub- 
jective fact that rain associated with 
July 1 celebrations or with battles 
would doubtless not have been remem- 
bered had it not been for such associ- 
ations, the hypothesis appears to have 
no foundation. 

In 1892 the United States govern- 
ment disproved the idea by experi- 
ments in which violent explosions of 
o)namite were produced within clouds 
by meuns of kites and balloons, wita 
no rain fojlowing as a direct or even 
as an indirect result. The practice, 
still followed in various Europear 
{ countries, of attempting to prevent 
hail by bombarding approaching 
clouds or of projecting vortex rings 
of smoke upward, also is without 
scientific basis. The relatively feeble 
convectional currents resulting from 
these artificial attempts to influence 
the weather are too meagre to have 
any appreciable effect upon the mas- 
sive convectiom’accompanying storms 
and are wholly inadequate to influence 
precipitation.

Bonar Law on the Splendid Materiab 
in the British Army 

In the course of a recent speech, 
Mr. Bonar Law, the Unionist leader, 
made this reference to the services of 
the army: 

“Let me tell you, if I may, an inci- 
dent—one of many—which was told to 
me by a friend who was at the front, 
and which made me realize what this. 
War means. He said that a battalion, 
full strength, went into the trenches. 
They stayed there day after day with- 
out relief, resisting and resisting suc- 
cessfully, overwhelming forces which 
were trying to drive them out. At last. 
the time for relief came. They came 
out of the trenches, but only a fourth 
of those wha had gone into them, and 
they came out under the command uf 
one who had become their senior offic- 
er, a boy of sixteen. When they 
came out he formed up his men. He 
gave them the ordey to march and~ 
then he burst into tears, and fell faint- 
ing to the ground. While duty re- 
quired it he had done al! that was 
wanted of him, put when it was over: 
the strain was too much, and he broke 
down. That ‘s tWe kind of thing that 
is being done by our soldiers every- 
where, and we are proud of this. 

“It was in number, a contemptible 
little army, the kaiser called it, but 
small as it was it is no ex..ggeration, 
if it is no disparagement to our French 
allies who are fighting so bravely, to 
say that that ‘contemptible little 
army’ saved Paris in the hour of her 
need. But before wg h:.ve done we 
may need, and we must have, not a. 
smal] but a great army, and we must. 
have it fighting our battles now, and 
we will have it. 

“In the last few weeks I have been 
rresent at two encampments where 
soldiers are training, 2,000 men in 
each, and a finer body of men never 
shouldered a rifle in any country in 
the world, It is a marvellous thing, 
the number of men who under our ar- 
rangements have flocked to enlist un- 
der the old flag. There has been no- 
thing like it. No army of this dimen- 
sion has ever before been raised by 
voluntary enlistment, and it is my 
opinion that in no country in the 
world could such an army have been 
raised by such meang except in this 
country o1 ours. We all know that 
the question of national service has 
always been a d>sbatable one, and to 
have raised it now would nct have 
helped us to get the men. Everyone 
knows it would never be adop‘ed in 
this country at a time like this till the 
old system had failed, but we had 
been starting with a clean sheet one 
might take another view. I at least. 
am not blind, and I am sure you are: 
not, to the advantages of the present. 
system. We know that under it some 
who, ought tp have gone have re- 
mained here and we know that many 
who ought not to have been called to 
i- until others had gone have gone 
and are fighting the country’s battles. 
I don’t say that it is the best ar- 
rangement, but a‘ a time like this the 
best arrangement i: that which works 
most quickly. Just as we have got 
all the men we need up to now so we 
shall get them. Of this also ! am 
sure, that the naticn as a whole real- 
izes the danger in which we stand, 
that it is determined at all costs to 
see this thing through, .and if the 
men don't come voluntarily the who.e 
nation will demand that they shall be 
Made to come compulsory.”

Trespass on Railroads 


Many Persons Killed and injured 
While Walking on Tracks 

More than one-third of the total 
number of persons killed or injured | 
by the railroads of -he United States 
in the last ten years were trespassers 
either walking on railroad tracks or 
riding on railroad trains without war- 
rant. The great majority of the vic- 
tims, moreover, were not of the hobo} 
variety, but persons who were ‘walk | 
ing along the track or across it at | 
other than an established crossing | 
because the path offered a short cuit! 
to their destination. 

In only thirteen States are th jerell 
specific laws prohibiting trespass on | 
the railroad rights of way, and in} 
other States where efforts have been 
made for such legislation it has been 
met with bitter opposition as a piece 
of railroad arrogance and chiefly te- 
cause it has not been recognized as 
a safety measure. But an average 
killing or maiming of thirty-three hun- 
dred persons a year ought to be 
ample warrant for a statute of this 
nature solely in the interest of public 
safety.

Young men, 
who in 1914 were for the third and 
last time declared exempt through 
physical disability, and men rejected 
three months ago, must again pre- 
sent themselves. 

The official notification calls up 
foreign born Austrians and Hungar- 
jians who were naturalized after they 
had reached their 33ru year, although 
these men heretofore have been en- 
tirely exempt from military service, 

About ten army corps, mostly Ger- 
man troops, including all availaole 
cavalry, are concentrated in Southern 
Hungary, where decisive battles in 
the great war. will shortly be fought, 
Germany’s plan is to mass the bulk of 
the available forces and oppose the 
Russian invasion of Hungary from 
Bukowina. 

Meanwhile other forces are being 
collected along the Servian frontier, 
lest the Servians should resume their 
offensive. Hungary after Poland and 
Galicia will soon become the chief 
battlefield in the eastern theatre of 
the war. 

The difficulties of getting news out 
of Austria already great, are now in- 
creased by ex:raordinary precautions 
taken to prevent tne so-called smug- 
gling of news across the Italian front- 
jer. Passengers bound for Italy are 
now carefully searched and are shad- 
owe'l by detectives if they are sus- 
pected of bringing information from 
Trent or Trieste.

Descended from the “great horses” 
used in wars when armored knights 
required animals of weight and power 
to: carry their heavy accoutrements, 
the Boulonnaise draughter is one of 
the old and valued breeds threatened | 
with extermination by the war in Eur- | 
ope.

Last Battle Fough. In Great Britain 

While George II. of England was 
engaged in the war of the ‘Austrian 
Succession,” Charles Edward (called 
the “Young Pretender”), a grandson 
of King James II. of England, landed 
in Scotland, and made two attempts 
to obtain the throne of his ancestors, 
He was victorious in the battle of 
Falkirk; put the Duke of Cumberland 
son of George II., having been recallea 
from the continent to take command 
of the king’s forces, the Prevender was 
entirely defeated at Culloden Moor, a 
plain in Scotland, four mile from In- 
verness. This was. the last battle 
fought on the island of Great Britain 
(April 16, 1746), and it was also the 
last attempt on the part of the Stuart 
family to recover the throne of Great 
Britain. 

Charles Edward Stuart escaped to 
France after he had wandered for five 
months in the Highlands, pursued by 
his enemies, He died in Rome, Jan. 
30, 1788. 

The Duke of Cumberland gave no 
quarter. The wounded were all slain; 
and the jails of England were filled 
with prisoners, many of whom were 
executed. Among the latter number 
were Lords Balmarino, Kilmarnock, 
and Lovat—Lovat being the last per- 
son who was beheaded in England.

Sweden Forwards Mall to Prisoners 

Residents in belligerent nations re- 
cently were ‘notified that mail for 
prisoners of war can be sent by way 
of Malmo, Sweden, and money and 
parcels also can be forwarded at 
Malmo and sent to its destination. 
The volume of mail for the prisoners 
of war in the various countries has 
been increasing rapidly since the be- 
ginning of the year, especially the 
mail for Russian prisoners of war in 
Jermany, which has assumed large 
proportions,

oners are redirected to the prison- 
ers in the detention camps in Ger- 


many. Many of these money orders 
however are returned after some 
time from German- marked “Un- 


known,” indicating that the ad- 
dressee probably has fallen on the 
field. of battle, The mail from Ger 
many to German prisoners of war 
in Russia also is increasing at a rap- 
id rate. Most of this latter mail is 
addressed to towns in far off Siberia.

Austrians Want Colony 


Prisoners in Canada Direct Appeal te 
to Dominion Government 


Thirteen hundred Austrians sign- 
ed a petition which was presented 
to Wm. H. Bradley, United States 
‘onsul for Montreal, praying his in- 
-ercession of a plea to the govern- 
nent, that they be allowed to form 
1 farm colony. 

The petitioners state that they are 
kept in this country on account of 
the indefinite state of non-imprisoned 
prisoners and “are treated without 
any regard to international law, be 
ing neither allowed to leave the 
country nor given the opportunity to 
forestall the horrors and miseries of 
hunger and cold.” 

The petition sets forth that the 
signers were induced to come to the 
country to work, and they brought an 
abundance of good will. They have 
been discharged because of the war, 
although willing to work, they claim. 

In conclusion, they beg to be given 
a chance to become agriculturists. 

“We have hearu,” says the peti 
tion, “about the suggestion to send 
us together to a bush, to found there 
a village with farms. We beg you to 
say to the government of this domin- 
ion that we are anxious to carry on 
as soon as possible the execution of 
and we shall submit 
ourselves to the authorities of that 
place.”
